Star Trek made history as 
a TV series. The Star Trek 
paperback adaptation series 
15 making a bit of history 
оп its own. The seventh col- 
lection of script adaptations 
by James Blish is currently 
on the stands. 

This first Star Trek vol- 
ume first appeared in 1967, 
after the show had run the 
first of its three seasons 
The first season was a popu- 
lar-philosopher's dream; 
the "brainiest" sci-fi show 
ever done on TV. It had in- 
credibly human drama, as 
well as startling science fic- 
tion elements—time warps, 
matter transmission, and. 
a "totally logical" Vulcan 
science officer, Spock. 

George Clayton Johnson's 
"The Man Trap," has been 
herein retitled “The Unreal 
McCoy.” It's about a creature 
on another world who can 
change his shape at will, 
and thrives by absorbing 
bodily salts from humans— 
in other words, a salt-thriv- 
ing vampire. (Who says you 
cant have horror in science 
fiction?)

One of the brighter facets 
of that half-cut literary 
stone, science fiction, is that 
when an author becomes 
immortal, he does so in his 
own lifetime. James Blish 
already sits high on a rather 
nice shelf labeled "author of 
classics," for his monu- 
mental "Cities in Flight" 
novels and his bright ESP 
classic, “Jack of Eagles.” 
In adapting Star Trek 
Scripts, Blish worked with 
the brainchildren of dozens 
of authors as well as the 
theories of the series' crea- 
tor, Gene Roddenberry, and 
it sometimes almost be- 
comes a case of one chef 
trying to package the suc- 
cessful broth of many cooks. 

The Star Trek adapta- 
tions are written in Blish's. 
Style, for the most part suc- 
cessfully, though many of 
the intellectual extras of 
the TV visual experience 
weren't transcribed. 

In this 2nd batch of 8 
adaptations Blish took one 
special exception, "The City 
on the Edge of Forever," by 
Harlan Ellison, the very con- 
troversial harlequinly el- 
oquent author of "Rock God" 
(CREEPY #32). "City on the 
Edge of Forever” won a 
Best Teleplay of the Year 
award from the National 
Screenwriters Guild, and 
Blish mixed nicely both the 
final script and the unfilm- 
ed kickoff story. 

There are also "Arena," 
"Taste of Armageddon," and 
the saga of Kahn, the 25th 
Century's Hitler, in "Space 
Seed." 








STAR TREK 3 
Adapted by James Blish 
118 pages, Bantam, 60% 


One either loved or loath- 
ed the Star Trek TV show. 
In many lucky cities about 
the country the show is 
being rerun in syndication. 
Indeed, in New York City, 
it's been shown every week- 
day evening for over two 
years, with no sign of let- 
ting up. If you aren't one of 
those blessed souls who can 
see the reruns, the James 
Blish adaptations (should 
you be an "ST" fan) are a 
must. 

The book opens with one 
of the funniest segments of 
all time, "The Trouble with 
Tribbles," those totally 
worthless fuzz-ball critters, 
cute as hamsters, reproduc- 
tive as А! Capps Shmoos, 
and as musical as hamsters. 

The remaining six adapted 
scripts includes "The Last 
Gunfight,” set on a peculiar 
world where Wyatt & Mor- 
gan Earp, and Doc Holliday 
engage the Enterprise crew 
in the fabled shootout at OK 
Corral. 

Norman Spinrad's "The 
Doomsday Machine," is a 
giant garbage-dispose-all 
that emerges from subspace 
to devour entire planets 
and the U.S.S. Enterprise. 

"Mirror Mirror," by Je- 
rome Bixby, postulates a 
strange parallel universe 
where Mr. Spock determines 
to commit suicide. In “Amok 
Time," Mr. Spock returns to 
his father’s home planet, 
Vulcan, to partake in the 
mating rituals. And in the 
odd "Assignment: Earth," 
the Enterprise returns to 
1969 to "inspire" nuclear 
disarmament. 








STAR TREK 4 


Adapted by James Blish 
134 pages, Bantam, 756 





Adapting scripts from the 
then successful TV series, 
Jim Blish, long-time master 
of science fiction, really hit 
his stride with STAR TREK 
4, and has kept the pace 
since. 

The first 3 adaptations 
were written in Blish's sci-fi 
novel style, but in ST-4, Blish 
streamlined his descriptions 
and began quoting scripts 
more copiously, and you 
have good, fast-paced ад- 
venture writing. 

STAR TREK 4 is over 50% 
Spock-oriented, which 15 
well, as the Vulcanized logic- 
driven First Officer of the 
U.S. Enterprise really 
made" the series in the first 
place. 

In "All Our Yesterdays,” 
unemotional Spock goes 
back into the past to the 
days of his barbarian ances- 
tors and lets it all hang out, 
and even falls momentarily 
in love. 

In “Journey to Babel” we 
meet Spock's parents—his 
human mother and his dry 
Vulcan father. When his 
mother explodes that she's 
fed up with all this unend- 
ing logic, Spock turns to his. 
father and asks; "Why did 
you marry her?" to which 
his father shrugs; "At the 


time, it seemed the logical 


thing to do." 
Also included is "The Men- 
agerie,” the original pilot 


story of the series. 

This reviewer's favorite 
of the 6 stories is "Piece of 
the Action," where a planet 
of imitative beings has one 
Earth book—about gang- 


sters—and all inhabitants 
become musical-comed: 
mobsters, comical "God- 
fathers!"
